Frequent Parliaments were early declar’d a Fundamental 
Part of our Conflitution, In the ath of Edw. HI. an Att 
pafs'd for holding them once a Year, or oftner, if there 
fhould be oceafion. In the 36th Year of the fame Reigh 
that otatute was confirmed, In that Parliament Magne 
Charta and Charta de Forfa were confirn’d, and fever! 
posit is oun granted to the Subjeét. Then comes the 
Cl relating to Parlaments, which fuficicntly fhews the 
Inter tion and Original Inititution of them was for the Re 
rely of Grievances: For the Bill enaéts, That for the Mam 
mance of the faid Articles and Stetutcs (that is, the Pr 
| viledges 
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viledges beforemention’d) and for Redre/s of divers Mif- 
chiefs and Grievances, whith daily happen, a new Parlia- 
ment frail be held once every Year, as another time was or- 
dain'd. The 16th of Car, IL: recites, ‘Vhat /y he ancient 
Laws and Statutes, Parliaments are to be held very often, 
and there/ore enacts, That the Sitting anil Holding of Par- 
liaments fhoald not be intermitted or di/coatinued for more than 

hree Years. 

In the early Days when this prudent Care was taken for 
frequent Meeting of i arliaments, the Crown was pofleis’d 
of Revenues, which made Applications to the People for 
Moncey, unlefs upon extraordinary Imergencies, unnecefla- 
ry. It therefore plainly appears, “hat Redre/s of (-rtevan- 
ces, making falutary Laws for the Good of the, Community, 
and Preferving the Literties of the People, by [:pperting a 
due Ballance between the Power of the Crown and the Rights 
of the Subjed?, were the main Ends of calling Parliaments. 
The Power of calling them b ing the urdoubteu Preroga- 
tive of the Crown, it became neceflary, for the Satety of 
the Subject, to oblige the Crown to call them frequently, J 
muft confefs, Sir, a Caution of this kind is no longer necef- 
fary, nor can it ever be, fo long as we preferve to ourfelves 
the Power of granting Money. ‘The Crown-Revenues be- 
ing funk, or wantonly eranted away, the annual Call for a 
Supply muft neceffarily produce an annual Meeting of Par- 
liament. But give me leave to obferve, the Grievance now 
complain’d of is of a very different Nature: It is not found- 
ed on Difcontinuance of Parliaments, but on a too long and 
dangerous Continuance of one and the fame Parliament: A Prac- 
tice unheard of in former Times, when Prorogations were 
not known: For, when a Parliament was annually call’d 
for the Redrefs of Grievances, as foon as the Bufinefs of the 
Seflion was over, it was diflolv’d, and a new one call’d 
the next Year for the fame purpofe; by which means the 
Country had a proper Check upon their Ae Si rage and 
thofe who had appear’d to be too much under the Influence of 
the Crown; thofe who were too much attached to the Mini- 
fer, had lefs Opportunity of injuring their Country; the 
People had it more frequently in their Power to fhew a pro- 
per Refentment, and remedy the Evil, by fending others the 
next Kear in their Places. 

This Matter feems fully explain’d by 16 Car. II. which 
Jocs not only prevent Difcontinuance of Parliaments, but

Foundation. ce Large ffes, or the giving of Money, as the 
‘* fame Author obferves, is Corruption itfelf; for the Re- 
‘* ceiver becomes a worfe Man, and is always apt to in- 
** creafe his Demands.’’s This Maxim of P4i/1p 1s 
certainly one of the wifeft in the whole Syftem of Poll- 
ticks, and likewife confiftent with the ftricteft Rules of 
Morality ; that a King givine Bribes to his cwn Subjects 
renders himfelf mean and fordid; that He never gains 
the true Affection of one Perfon by it; that He fubjects 
himfelf to the arbitrary Will and fantaftical Government 
of /uch Profitutes; and that his very Crown is at their 
Difpofal to the * highef Bidder. 

The Immorality of it is likewife evident ; for fuch Pro- 
ceedings, when generally known, debauch the Morals of 
a whole People. The fame Depravity and Corruption, 
foon find their Way from a Court to a Cottage ; and in 
. portion to the Diftance, is to be traced in a greater 
or lefs Degree through every private Family ; fo that in 
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* See Wolfius and Gravius, upon this Paflage of Cicero. 
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a fhort Time the very Name of Virtue may come to he 
loft in fuch a Kingdom.

Him and his Macedonians the Empire of the World.

them ! Citizens, who have the Privilege of making 
Laws and Ordinances for the Benefit of their own particu- 
lar Corporations and Societies, are Perfons well qualified 
to confider and reflect upon the publick Laws of their 
Country ; they very well know, by fatal Experience, 
what Excifes and other Impofitions have cramped them in 
their Trade and Eitates! The great Number ot Bankrupts, 
publifhed in every Gezgette, thews manifeftly the Truth 
thereof ; and when they have ferioufly reflected upon the 
prefent Laws of this Itand, will they not perceive very 
great Incertainties, Irregularities, aud Contradictions?

Anfwer to the CRAFTSMAN. 


WILL moot this Point with Mr. D’Anvers, (fays ie 
Ofborne) as long as he pleafes ; in ie ch Debate I will 
tideavour to avoid all Things perfona/, and keep cl lofely 
to the Argument, of fhewing the Moder rn Conftitution, efpe- 
cially fince the Revolution, to be infinitely preferable to 
the Ancient Conftitution. ‘To the Bufinefs ‘then. 
By a Confiitution, or Free Government, i mean a Con 
Ritution ; kirff, Where the People chofe their own Leg: 
rs. Se condly, Where the lows are made the fandine 
Meafure of Action to Governors and Governed. And, 
Thi irdly, Where there are no Laws mix’d with the genera! 
awe ty the Kingdom, saconfifent with, or fubver fre ye Of, 
the ¢ Defien of all the reft; which is the Preferyation 
of ‘ Liberties and Properties. - 
do 
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I do allow; with my Adverfary, that there may be 
Legal Encroachments as well as Arbitrary ones; and 
therefore am of Opinion, that This and This only jg a 
Kree Government, or deferves the Name of a Confitution ; 
for Tyranny or Arbitrary Power is no Conftitution, unleg 
That is a Conffitution in which nothing is confituted, 

In the Courfe of thefe Papers, I will prove, that thet 
Three CharaGerifticks of a Free Government belong to the 
Pre/fent Conftitution, and did not belong to the Ancien 
Conftitution: for, under the Azcien: Conftitution, the 
People did not chufe their own Legiff.tors ; the Laws were 
not made the fending Mea/ure of Action to Governors 
and Governed ; and there were certain unjuf* Laws, or 
legal Encroachments, which were iaconffent with, and 
Subverfive of, the Defign of all the other Laws. 

By the Antient Conftitution, I mean, the Contftitution 
during the Saxon Government, and from the Normas 
Conqueft to the End of Henry the IIId. at leaft ; which 
contains the Space of about eight or nie hundred Years, 
and brings us down to within four or five of our own 
‘Times. And Ido affirm, that, during all that Space of 
‘Time, there are no Traces or Footfeps, no Laws, Cr/- 
toms, Charters, Recerds, or Roj/s, no cotemporary Hito- 
riaus, nor good Authorities, to fupport this Propofition, 
That the People chofe their own Legiflators, or that Parli- 
aments were eleGed by the People ; but there is high Probe- 
é:/ity, amounting almoft to Certainty, on the other fide 
of the Queftion. There is an @b/folute and profound S!- 
lence as to all poftive Evidence of the People’s voting ; 
nor where the Words (or any Words an/wering to them) 
KNIGHTS, CITIZENS, and BURGESSEs, ever mentioned 
by any Writer till the goth of Henry the IIId. and then 
(as Dugdale, Brady, and others, skill’d in Antiquity rea 
fonably fuggett) the Rife of thefe Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgefes, was owing entirely to the Danger that Mont- 
fort Earl of Leicefer, and his Faction againft the Kung; 
apprehended trom a Majority of the Barons and their 
Retinues, which would appear on the King’s fide at the 
next Parliament : They fear’d being out-voted, and fo 
ALTERED the Antient U/age; and fent, direéted, and (in 
the Asng’s Name, who was then their Prifoner ) command- 
ed the Sheriffs of each County, the Cities and Burghs, 
fend Two Anights, Citizens, and Barge ffes refpectivelys 
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And to this Conteft, between the King and Barons, we 
owe the fertunate Beginning of the Form, at leaft, of the 
refent C onftitution : I fay, the Beginning, and the Be- 
ginning of the Form too ; tor the Subfance was referved 
to the Clofe of the laft Century. Nor was the Frm 
brought then to any Perfection ; for the v ry next I Par li- 
oment, when the King had vanquifbed his Enemies, con- 
fitted only of the Barons and Great Men, (as Matt. Paris 
acknowledges ;) fo that the Commcrs were not reprefented 
inthe Parliament smmedziate/y following This, and held 
the very fame Year at /inchefer. Nor did the King, 
(according to Montfort’s Form) iffue Writs to Sheriffs of 
Counties to caufe Knights to be fent in any future part of 
his Reign: And, ’tis as true, that his Son, Edward the 
Tit. in the Beginning, and during feveral Years of his 
Reign, (as appears by Statutes and other Recerds) did not 
iffue W rits for the Election of Knights, Citizens, and Bur- 
geffes ; but ufed the o/d Way of fummoning the Greater 
and Leffer — or his Tenants in Chief, who, tha’ 
lot Barc f, were often call’d to great Councils, as Boren’: 
Peers, and who came only in their wn Perfons, but not 
as Repre/entatives of the "Pe ple ; for there was no fuch 
thing i In the oe umes we have been fj pe aking of, as the Pco- 
e's ing 10 iament-Men, or fending «J Repdre- 
fextatives. The Kicgs of England fummened their great 
Councils, by Letters to the Perfons which con npofed it ;

Heace ’tis evident, that only the Archbifbops, Bifbops, 
Fails, Barons, and Tenants in Capite were fummon'd to 
gress Councils or Parliaments: And ’tis alfo as evident as 
the Sun. who were ConsTITUENT PARTs of thefe great 
C iis till the Alteration began in the goth of Henry 
the Lhird.
